, modious harbors, with convenient docks and wharves, 
to be found in the world, 'and in that year the enter- 
ing tonnage had increased to 7,933,620 tons. With 
increased commerce camo increased facilities, and 
that accommodations bring traffic" was shown by the 
fact that at the end of the century,' or in 1908, the 
tonnage of the port of Liverpool-amounted to the 
enormous total of 17,111,814 tons.

It Is the 
city that docs things, that takes advantage o£ condi- 
tions and utilizes thorn, that does not sit spinning 
in the sun, but puts forth every energy to attain the 
goal of achievement. 


ADMONITIONS OF PAST IN POINT. 


Admonitions have come down through the ages 


that arc as applicable to cities as to Individuals. We 
are told not to "hide your light under a bushel,'* and 
we have been given the parable of the 'three who 
were given opportunity for Investment, and find 
therein all of the condemnation was for the one who 
hoarded his money, or opportunity. 


It is not only advantageous positions that have 


made the maritime cities of the world great. It has 
been1 the.taking care of this opportunity and utilizing 
the advantages to the best of their ability. Miserli- 
ness In advantages and in opportunities by com- 
munities means the carrying of a dog-in-the-manger' 
policy that will neither do, nor permit to be done, 
that which will bring commercial greatness to a 
city.

HERE does freedom dwell? ,Complete 


freedom. In this world, dues not exist. 


• But I propose to submit facts to show 


that there la a greater degree of per- 
sonal freedom in the German empire, 
than at present, In any other country 


in the world. Few Americans or Englishmen will be- 
lieve this, mainly because they ordinarily know little 
of life in Germany, while they overlook certain very 
unpleasant facts In thejr own countries. 


For the laborer, the artisan, the merchant, the 


ordinary man of business, the teacher, the clergy- 
man, the citizen, facts will show more freedom' in 
the German empire than elsewhere in the world. 
Germans believe that that !s the best government, 
which governs best. They believe that wise laws, 
drafted by the people themselves, furnish far more 
Jreedom than the lack.of law. 


What, then, are the facts as to this liberty in Ger- 


many? We will consider different classes and begin 
with the German worklngman. 


HIGH EDUCATION STANDARD. 


The German worker, by head or hand, has, in the 


first place, the freedom of opportunity that cope's 
from being the best educated worker in the world. 
There is twenty times as much illiteracy in Great 
Britain as in Germany, eighty times as much in 
France, and 154 times as much in the United States. 
It is the schoolmaster at least as much as the Uhlan 
which the entente powers are fighting in this war. 
-Perhaps they should remember the advice of Cali- 
ban, when he and Princulo and Stephano made their 
entente against Prospero: 


"Remember first to possess his "books." 


, \ Germany especially leads In technical schools and 
in industrial education. There are in Germany 11 
technical 'high schools (colleges), 429 commercial 
schools, about 100 textile, IB in mining, 12 in wood- 
working, 12 in the metal industries, 4 in the ceramic 
industries, 19 in shipbuilding and engineering, 19 for 
navigation, besides a large number of artisan and 
trade schools. Says M. Pottier of the French Insti- 
tue: "At this moment in Paris you cannot go to your 
.hardware shop, to your chemist's, without being told 
that such and such an article is no longer to be had 
'because' it came from Germany.'-" He says: "One 


* cannot forget that the Germans in continuing peace- 
ably their Industrial conquests, with their qualities of 
Intelligence and tenacious activity, would have been, 
ere fifty years had passed"^ masters of the commerce 
of the world." This suggests the possibility that cerr 
tain English statesmen, as well' as this Frenchman, 
could not forget German commerce and so Induced 
-the-English people to believe that they were threat- 
ened by German militarism,

COMPULSORY EDUCATION. 
. 


Germany has compulsory education from the agV 


of 6 to 14, and last year had more than 10,000,000, 
children fn her schools. According to some this is 
not freedom. The State of Ohio, once, early in. her. 
history, nearly voted against public schools; on the 
ground that they .would militate against the right 
of the individual to remain ignorant If h'e wanted 
'to. But Germany knows that education gives indi-, 
viduals opportunity and so she assures education 
to her every citizen. 


Secondly, Germany gives ev^ry Individual oppor- 


tunity, if It; be possible, .to exercise his labilities., 
Before this war a high official' of the German em- 
pire said that the chief aim bmhe heads of .the 
German imperial departments ^as "to secure oppjr- 
tiinity for German commerces,'' work ' f o r German 
industry. In 1912 less than''2'per cent of German 
workmen-were unemployed, compared'with at least 
10 per cent In the United States or in England. Ger- 
many does not do things for people; she enables 
them to'.do things for themselves. Said the official, 
in the United'States more money is spent and more 
energy expended for humanitarian effort than .In 
Germany, but in (Germany we get more result, be- 
causerthe government takes up all the free activities 
of her citizens and binds them into an effective and 
enduring whole. There Is no country where the 
efforts of the individual count for so much as in 
Germany. 


EJfPLOYMENT SYSTEM. 


If the German does find himself out of'work In 


almost any part of the empire he can step intp a 
Free Public Employment Bureau and learn of con-' 
ditions in trade over the empire and be told in what 
direction to look for work. These bureaus are con- 
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• nected and 
, ramified,: so that they compose a1 some« 


what complete'Whole. State railways In'. Gernia'ny,1 


too, 
carry the man seeking work, sometimes ifor 3. 


nominal fee, sometimes for nothing, the .strange 
notion prevailing in Germany that the object of a 
railway Is to serve' the "public, 'not to make dividends^ 
on watered stock. If the man looks for work within' 
walking distance ho is told in which direction to 
look, and finds little shelters'within •Balking dis- 
tance of each other, where he can -find food and 
'shelter and a night's clean lodging, which he can 
pay for by doing a little work. The German cities,' 
moreover, systematically give work to their unem- 
ployed citizens, usually upon some form of public 
improvement, , so that German cities are becoming 
healthy and the most beautiful In the world, xlargely 
through the -work 'done by their unemployed. .For 
those not able to do such/ work there are, .in the 
empire over thirty so-called "colonies," where the 
imemploj'ed can go and find shelter until they se- 
cure work, doing at the colony enough, at least, to 
pay In part for their keep. Great Britain Is now .some- 
what copying this German unemployed system— 
perhaps on some points improving on the system— 
but as a whole no nation begins to compare with

We'are,well aware 'what will be said to alf this by 


the' disbelievers in German methods. They will say: 


> "Yes; bu.t all thi? is paternalism; The worklngman 
has everything done for him by the government, and 
It weakens his sense of responsibility and Independ- 
ence of character." Wh'en one thinks of what the 
German workman .Is and compare's him with' the 
.typical workingman of otjfer^countries, this (refer- 
ence to the weakened character o£ the German 
workman becomes almost laughable..', But the fact 
Is that the German industrial system is not char, 
acterlzed by paternalism. Few workmen'have their 
conditions more in their own hands than do tha 
^German workmen. Take it, for example, in Insur- 
ance, which Is popularly supposed to.be,the ne plus 
ultra of paternalism.. It Is, in fact, the opposite. The 
•form:, varies Iny the 'different ;brahches of the im- 
perial insurance, but the general principle, is, that, 
not the government, but the Insured themselves, have 
the .management ;of 'the Insurance. :The" Indu'red1 in 
the different branches of the Insurance or in. dif- 
ferent" localities or 'trades, elect :their .own repre- 
sentatives, and• It is these elected .representatives 
who manage the system. , Moreover, -\:he funds are 
used to call out;ihe self-activities of the workers in 
another way. The funds are largely used in making 
loans to co-operative building societies, at a low rate 
of :lnterefet, to enable the working.classes.to build, 
their own homes.

^ This is not 'paternalism, but fratornalism and 
democracy... This fraternallsm. too, appears In the 
conduct of thesemployment bureaus.' These bureaus 
are. not managed by, the g-overnment, b'ut In almost 
every :case are under, the charge of committees com- 
posed of an equal .number of employera and em- 
ploye's. In the * conference recently held In Berlin 
to plan, even now^ for tho return of men to their 
ordinary occupations at the close of this war, there 
were called to the conference representatives of the 
Imperial Department of the Interior, of tha Imperial 
Statistical Office, of the Bureau for Social Politics,

WELVE thousand people, the greatest crowd ever recorded

Long before 
the hour set for-his arrival hundreds .were, seated in the'great 
structure,, while' the- large band offered a patriotic concert. Half 
an hour before Hughes and his escort came into the building every 
available seat, every safety factor'.in the auditorium was ex- 
hausted. The doors were closed. To the two hundred invited 
vice-presidents Seated on the platform it was evident that the 
best citizenry of Oakland, and the flower of the .Republican, party 
of Alameda county had come to pay a tribute'~tp'a. political faith, 
to hear the words of their unanimously chosen leader and to re- 
new a pledge, to the policies of the Grand Oid Party as expressed 
in the Chicago convention platform. 
To Auditorium 
' 


As soon as the'party arrived from San Francisco the local com- 


mittee, accommodated with machines, escorted Governor Hughes 
and his party direct to the auditorium. As the nominee entered 
the building a hearty series of^cheers greeted him. On coming to 
the center of the platform he^was again greeted with a round of 
cheering and hand-clapping while he bowed to his audience. 


Prior to the address of the nominee Mayor John L. Davie was 


presented and invited to sit with £he speaker. " Charles "E. Snook, 
chairman of the County Progressive Central Committee, was also 
presented and warmly greeted the Republican candidate for the 
presidency. Mrs. Hughes, accompanied by Mrs. Abbie Krebs of 
Los Angeles, delegate to the national convention that nominated 
Hughes, was given a warm welcome and occupied a1 place on .the 
platform close to her husband. On the occasion .of the presenta- 
tion of both Mayor Davie and Progressive Committeeman Snook 
the great auditorium echoed with applause. 'The honorary vice- 
presidents selected for the rally were chosen by the committee 
equally from the ranks of Republicans and former Progressives. 
Two Main Topics 


Two main topics dominated the address of .the.leader. He de- 


livered telling counts against the administration's policy of plac- 
ing politicians in diplomatic places and held up to scorn the long 
series of Democratic blunders in Mexico and Latin America. He 
insisted that, while it was true that his criticisms of Democratic 
"policies may be destructive, that it was also true, on the other 
hand, that the criticisms were constructive, because, if the Re- 
publicans are placed in charge of the affairs of the nation they 
indicated what would not -be done. 


When he turned his attention from the task of reviewing the 


Mexican situation, with the charge: -"The Navy Department has 
been unworthy of American traditions and ideas," he was loudly 
cheered by his enthusiastic auditors. As to Mexico he deplored 
the sad plight of a people torn with internal strife. He, however, 
pointed to the failure of the Democratic party to grasp the situa- 
tion and control it in any particular. Vera Cruz, and the failure 
to win a salute, Villa, and the returning punitive expedition, the 
ill-prepared army on the border, the constant murder of Americans' 
and contempt for our foreign diplomacy were all itemized in his 
scathing arraignment of Jeffersonianism. The whole chapter of 
Mexico he offered as a chapter of blunders, and attributed present 
confused foreign relations to the fact that at no two months at a 
time is the administration foreign policy constant. 
Citizenship Important 


Summing up the charge that the American abroad is not pro- 


tected by the government at home, Hughes declared that Ameri- 
can citizenship was the most important thing beyond the border 
of the United States, that it took precedence'over territory, over 
property, over policies of diplomacy and that if he were trusted 
with the affairs of the White House he would emphasize this 
phase of America's international relations. He asked that in the 
United States there be no invisible government, but a visible gov- 
ernment so'that1 the national administration might be a pattern 
to every state in the entire union. That the criticism of the 
administration was not meant with vitiousness, Hughes declared

Public administration In this country 


develops n.t an extrnordlnary pace. 
There- was a time not so many years 
a^o when our government resembled 
the administration of a vlllnge in 
comparison to the administration of 
a great municipality, so small and 
Inconsiderable wan It in one case as 
compared with the extent of its ac- 
tivities in the other. We have reached 
a time in thin country when the prob- 
lems of administration aro perhaps 
our most Important problems. We de- 
veloped the means of regulation, but 
what do they amount to unless we 
have evpert commisflnncrs who know 
holh Mrtes of every question and will 
dfji! fairly and justly for the enter- 
prise of an Individual character on 
the one hand and the great essential 
public interests on the other. 


DOMINATED BY SENSE. 


Commissions are nothing except as 
they are dominated by good sense, 
inspired by lofty patriotism and con- 
trolled by the facts and justice of the 
cases before them. (Applause.) We 
have the most 'ambitious schemes" of 
administration. 
They all mean the 


expenditure of vast sums of the pub- 
lic money*. 
Th<-v all mr.an a great 
host of public employers.

.PETROGRAD, Aug. 19.—The, grandson 


of a serf, now a member ot the Imperial 
Council, a self-made, successful busi- 
ness man, Is president of the great cen- 
tral committee of Russia's war industry 
committees, today directing a gigantic 


• combination of- more than a thousand 


factories, all working for the army. 
Tils man is M. Alexander Ooutchkoff, 


former' floor leader -in the Duma and 
later its president.

man of 
great 


strength of character, Russia today has 
no better friend than he. 
Nor .'has .any 


one Russian subject done more for his 
country during her war with Germany. 


When the war forced most-of Russia's 


medium sized shops to close down owing 
to lack of raw materials, labor, inter- 


•• rupted transportation or other essentials, 


It.-was he who evolved the scheme to 
combine all these industries ' into one 
Breat business and run them for the ben- 
efit of the country. 
One little machine 


shop could not get the necessary Iron, 
steel, fuel and what not necessary to keep 
running, but a thousand shops, united, 
could get a thing they wanted because 
they could buy or charter ships and make 
•wholesale purchases abroad.

Bhop could'not secure government orders, 
«ven^ if it was in a position to execute 
them, but many little shops, grouped 
and co-operating-, could get them.

Ko Goutchkoff formed a''combine of 


every shop In Russia save the very big- 
gest, which dealt directly with the gov- 
ernment, and started them running- on 
war orders. Much of Russia's munitions

Fundamentally the plan is simple. All 


- the. shops of a locality nre grouped into 
a local organization under a local com- 
mittee, these uniting- In a regional group 
under a regional committee, all centraliz- 
ing under one central committee at Pe- 
trograd. this committee being the busi- 
neFs office of the whole combine, the 
buying nnd Belling center, the co-ordl- 
natm;; head. 


It is this committee over which Presi- 


dent Goutchkoff presides, though for the 
last five months, owing to his 111 health, 
the.vice president of the Duma, Alexan- 
der Konavaloff, has been acting presi- 
dent. 


The central committee divides itself 


Into sections, each specializing on one 
thing. 
One section looks after the pro- 


duction of metals, opena up abandoned 
mines, increasing- the output of others, 
and so on. 
Another section examines 


new inventions. 
A third has started a 


brand new industry in Russia by building- 
factories of all sorts for the production 
of chemicals which came from Germany. 
The electro-technlc section studies the 
needs of the army In the way of tele- 
phones and telegraph, and acts as the 
link between the War Department and 
the group of shops producing electrical 
gooda. The question of transports is one 
of the most Important and a section de-, 
votes Its entire time to this.

Another section Is devoted to armv 


convoy 
equipment—horseshoes, 
wheels, 


vehicles, portable kitchens. 
Still an- 


other to the Problem of evacuating fac- 
tories from threatened zones and re-es- 
tablishing them In the 
Interior.'

short of hands. This department sets 
prisoners of war at work, building houses 
and shops.

You are impressed'that what'he^says he, is, ready to 
stand by. Perhaps those who saw, and heard him in 
the more intimate,function at the';; Union League 
' Club'obtained a\better idea'of his qualities—were 
better able to' size him up as a great natidnal char- 
acter-^thah those at the' greater and more: formal 
'gathering at the auditorium. / .But.nowhere was he 
found lacking in those essentials that one looks for 
in the public appearance Of the nation's first citizen. 
The Union League Club, through whose medium he 
was 'first introduced to San' Francisco, acquitted /it- ; 
self, with infinite credit. The preparations were '.'-' 


" complete without being over-elaborate. They .were 


of the'same character'as this;; guest—-hearty. 'The 
introduction by C. J. Wood, president of the club, 
was,short and very muchi to the point,'and there was , 
nothing -vapid -or .halting, and nobody attempted to 
pose or prose.

Governor's Refusal to Meet Hughes 


There isn't much complaint on the part,of. real . 


Republicans that Governor .Johnson declined to stick; 
around, and meet the .Republican candidate for the 
presidency, but continued on his -tour' through tEe 
San Joaquin ; valley, 'promoting his own .candidacy 
for .the Rep ubUcan senatorial "no'miriation. Willis 
Booth, Republican, likewise;:declines to come in; but 
there is this difference: \Johrison is the Governor of 
the State. . lie is seeking the Republican: nomination 
on the.--ground'that he is in favor of:the Republican 
candidate'for the presidency, 'and- it would have been 
reaspr/able;for:hini'tp Be here and extend the glad' 
hand. , The difference between the two campaign 
committeemen, Crocker and Rowell, is'well illustrat- 
ed in:Crocker's refusal to go ,up to : Portland arid 
horn in on the Oregon section of the tour, and Row- 
eirs.alacrity in doing so, Of cour'se, it is,understood 
that .Chester went with the fell intent'to whisper in 
the candidate's ear. A person with any fair amount 
of diffidence might not have done that, taking into 
account' hbw-h'e; has treated Republicans,'.for .trie 
past five: years, and how. he is treating them even ' 
now in connection with'the Hughes visit- But that 
is as it may be. 'Republicans here are not worrying 
over the probabilities, for the facts are bound to get 
up to Hughes in an uncolpred form, and it is felt 
that he can be trusted with .them. "His visit is re- 
garded.as a peculiarly fortunate turn, for there were 


\ some indications that; he was1 not getting the true

, As things progress it has become more, than ever 
the conviction that the Governor.-. had to make an 
arrangement with Lieutenant-Goy;eriior Stephens to. 
induce.him to accept;the appointment to the vacancy 
left by the1 death of Eshleman. Stephens was at the 
tirrie a member of Congress at a salary of .$7500, 
mileage and other perquisites, with a prospect- of 
succeeding himself. A iieutenarit:governorship pays 
but $4000, and is not a commanding position, and 
in itself is not a lure from a better- one, such, as 'a 
member of Congress undoubtedly is. It would be 
different with the lieutenant-governor succeeding to 
the governorship. Stephens is no vain and uncalcu- 
lating person, and has been in public life^ long 
enough to know what he wants and why he wants;• 
it. The belief,is that to make it an object for him 
to give up a congressional career for an office much 
inferior in prestige and pay at home the governor 
agreed to resign immediately after election., If suc- 
cessful in his senatorial quest he would resign, any- 
how, and if .unsuccessful it is believed he- has de- 
cided'to resign; for the sort of political career that 
he has enjoyed will be( over. In this connection the 
old rumor of /his. intent to: emigrate to New, Yoi-k 
and set up in'the. law there is revived. It is hinted 
by one in a way to know a good deal about it that he 
has discussed this possibility . himself,' admitting 
that it would be somewhat difficult toVeopen here 
in practice, Owing to the many, antagonisms created, 
but that he stood a, good chance to get a good con- 
nection in New York. This idea has been discour- 
aged among the'Bull Moose rank and file, for the 
machine-would feel a weakening at once if it ob- 
tained any extensive .vogue. The machine would be ' 
impotent with any other hand than Hiram's at the 
throttle. 'Getting Stephens in this/way is accounted 
a rather sharp piece of politics, for there is a con- 
siderable drag on account of it in the southern sec- 
tion. 
Republican County Committee 
.' The Republican: county committee's endorsement 
of Johnson for Senator and Nolan for Congress is a 
piece of devious politics that has attracted consid- 
erable attention. A county committee is a rather 
superfluous body under the present election laws. 
Its functions are about as important to the b.ody 
politic as the vermiform appendix i's to the-human 
body; but at'that it should not be that a body, bear- 
ing the name Republican could act so opposite to the 
welfare of that party. Through the 'accidents of 
political reorganizations some men got in charge' 
who do not hold to the tenets of the party, or to 
any tenets for that matter,1 and were able by a vote 
of 8 to 7 to bring about the endorsement of Johnson 
as the Republican candidate for Senator.1 The1 Re- 


publican./county-comriiittee/ (so-called) is controlled, 
by Sheriff-Firiri- and -Frank Daroux. Of the. eight 
who voted :for ;tlie endorsement of Johnson two were 
saloonkeepM-'sj/ohe ah^^mployee ;;of;;paroux;,;/brie; an 
• 


employee.of Firiri and orie''his grocer, one ari:aclver- 
.tising solicitprjon t^e/Bulletin; one with occupation ; 
not. designated and "one -was -Bert Kahn. The .latter 
is a; brother of .Julius Kahn, who "was; also'|en- 


:dorsed. / His /yfcte/gaVe. the bare :majority of, one. 
This is .the.big^element; of surprise in the/w,hole 
transaction.- Corigres^niari Kahn has beeri reputed 
to be such an •uncompromising opponent of the John- 
son political activities;that to find his name and can- 
, didacy. coupled up/ in this way has caused a feeling 
that something :has been done without his knowl- 
edge. . Certainly the endorsement f romsucha source 
was riot necessary to his election and will in nowise 
increase his political prestige. 
Getting a Name, Off the Ballot 
' 


. Interesting legislation was- that involved in the 


;effort to keep Judge Bordwell's name off the ballot. 
It was. necessitated ^because of the muddled election 
laws. It would be supposed, naturally, that;one who 
ha'd changed his mind about running, for office, and • 
had requested that his name be withheld -from the 
official ballot, would be heeded by :the officials_ con- 
berried without further ado. But not so.. While'it 
is not definitely provided in the jaw as it-stands 
that a'name orice-'Qn'the ballot cannot be taken off, 
it appears that there is no legal provision for taking 
it off. Attorney-General Webb opined that it could•» 
not be done, and Secretary of State Jordan'saw rid 
legal wayj to act. In corisequence recourse was had 
to, the Supreirie • ]Court. A test case was brought 
against the clerk of Orange county. Then there was 


, the spectacle of three eminent lawyers appearing^ri 
the court of last resort' in behalf of the petitioner, 
arguing gravely for hours, citing authorities, to es- 
tablish the right of a man not to run for office.- -No-, 
body seriously questioned that inherent right, but . 
the county clerk having been ."attacked," • had to 
have defense, and such . defense was' naturally the 
District Attorney of ;his county. We have here,evi- 
dence of the junible that has resulted from the reck- 
less passing of laws designed to promote the polit- 
ical fortunes of an individual, and of the necessity 
/ off sane legislative' action to straighten things out. 
.Getting a name off the ballot ought to be a simple 
thing; but it has been shown to be a veritable surg- 
ical operation. ;

The Railroad Situation 


. . While" local railroad men have" not. been. disposed ^ 
to minimize the possibilities there has been /a-'deep- 
down feeling that, there wo.uld be no strike.' It has 
been'noticed.all along that heads of big lines have 


1 beeri stiff in their .attitude, showing,slight inclination 
to. accept/certain conciliatory propositions put forth 


-by the President. One'explanation is that they are 


impressed with the belief that efforts are being, 
made to turnthe situation; into: political capital. 'An 
'argument might even be made that the situation was 
created on the eve of a presidential election for, polit- 
ical effect. This i may .haye beeri done .withquti'ihe'- 
President's 'connivance.' "And the railroad/ men may 
have unconsciously lent 'themselves to the scheme. 
•The nearness of Gompers "to, the administration can- 
not be overlooked. ' The; acknowledged ability of 
Franklin'K. Lane to .realize political benefit out of 
unusual situations must also be taken account ,6f. •' 
For it is something more than probable' that he "is 
doing the figuring for the administration in the 
crisis. Sonie of the accounts carry the idea that the 
mighty army of railroad workers would quit; to a ' 
man. This is so far frorh being certain that many 
who/are wellrppsted think that not half (would de- 
liberately strike. Tliere is ' a very large number 
who have been long in the service of their compa- 
nies, have acquired rights.as to pensions and b/ene- 


• fits, arid who. would beVa't.a great disadvantage 
against younger men in seeking^mployinerit.anew. 
This -is: true 'in ,a -more acute sense in the east than 
on this coast. Still the trouble: is not over, and its 
possibilities are by no means being overlooked.

State Labor Commissioner McLaughlin ,has com- 


mitted the State adrriinistration in an official com- 
munication that, is causing the Johnson managers 
some worry. Projectors of a newly-organized steve-

would'not lower wages, increase hours or discrimi- 
nate against union labor, and thus expected to make 
out. It did not .seem 'to be' an off icial cdmmunica-

• create more or less friction;.but if on'the other hand 
the new company would employ union labor ex- 
clusively the commissioner saw no reason why lum- 
ber could not be handled successfully. This wag 
such an unusual." official document from- a State 
official in position to be heard from later along the 
same lines' that it was made public, and so got to 
the consideration of the administration.

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Supervisor Hayden's Cafe Reopens 


The reopening of Supervisor Hayden's cafe at 34 


Market street on Thursday was an event on the city 
.front. It had been closed a week on account of the 
strike, but all the time there had been displayed a 
placard to the effect,that\it WQuld resume business 
as an open shop. Interest'in the resumption was 
unusual on account of the pronounced union labor 
proclivities that, had been displayed by the super- 
visorial proprietor up to this time. Very many were 
curious over the sudden switch./ T,he place is about 
the only one on the city front displaying an open- 
shop . card. In celebration of the reopening a pre- 
tentious floral piece, was displayed alongside the 
entrance, with a sentence picked out in blue on a 
ground of white to the effect that this was a fair 
American place of business. There was no disturb- 
ance whatever, though-quite a crowd hung about 
for several hours.. Two pickets with exceptional 
lungs incessantly called1 attention to the charge that 
the place was unfair to organized labor. A police- 


man stood near to see; that there was nothing but 
language used, arid the cafe was full to the windows 
of diners along at the:noon. hour. It is surmised 
that friends of the proprietors rallied for the oc- 
;ciasion. It was altogether an interesting incident 
pf-the labor struggle.

India Basin Litigation 
• ' . , • ' . 


What is known-as the rlndia Basin litigation 1 is 


rio\y on. It is; not a popular litigation, in the sense 
that the public is interested, but it involves a/mil- 
lion dollars. Not a great per .cent of the people of . 
the: State of California have recollection that they 
voted a million iri .bonds to purchase property for 
the extension of this basin. The proposition was to 
purchase sixty-two-blocks,'all but five of which were 
submerged, and dredge the sariie for an extension of 
the basin. It/might be debated whether a larger 
basin, or any basin, is necessary here; there is plenty 
Of harborage and unimproved waterfront already; 
the scheme went'through because nobody paid any 
attention to it. Those who engineered it would havo 
sold at the time. x In fact, that is what the scheme 
was got up for; but the State authorities were in- 
different and did not act for five years; Now the 
owners 
[ of the sixty-two blocks—^there are 128 of 


them altdgether-i-ref use to sell at the price, and the 
Board of State'Harbor Commissioners ;is carrying 
oil proceedings to condemn. The inwardness Of the 
whole.matter is not apparent, but evidently real es- 
tate in: that locality is looking up, clue probabh^ to 
the activity in shipbuilding.

Bridging the Bay 


On this page some months ago it-was stated that 


San Fi'ancisco was not much aroused over-the prop- 
osition to'bridge the ;bay.-; That statement was true 
of the time, arid it is measurably true yet,'though 
there is growing interest. That that interest has not 
approached a • fever stage, however, 'is indicated by 
the/ absence of.. Mayor Rolph and City Engineer 
. O'Shaughnessy from the hearing of the board of, 
army engineers at the chamber of commerce on 
Tuesday. .However, a large"crowd .of unofficial citi- 


. zens from both sides of the bay were there, and the 
plans ;of three bridge propositions were corisidered. 
The Watson-Miller plan, -with termini, at Adeline 
street on the .Oakland side and at Second arid Town- 
send on this, seemed the most feasible.,, The Seattle 
pl,an, for a structure from:Goat island.to Telegraph 
hill, was the. striking new addition to.the prbposi- 
tio'ns..;-' While the estimates for this structure were 
double the cost of, the other, it has/the feature of 
the projectors building it themselves, without calling 
upon the muriicipalities f 6r bonds.: There is: a quali- 
fying condition to this, which is a franchise author- 
izing the' builders to. charge each person crossing 
five cents, with corresponding charges for vehicles, 
, etc., which .are double the charges proposed 'in', the 
-other. There is also a'-proposition-for a bridge from 
the/ Alameda' city shore, which does riot riieet -with 
favor;because to get to it the Qaklarid traffic, which 
will always be immeasurably the largest, w;ould have 
to cross the estuary on another considerable bridge. 


./.These; hearings. are -for,, the .purpose -of deciding 
L whether 
the "federal government will permit a 


bridge at all. Exhaustive reports .will be made, ac- 
companied by plans and specifications, to enable the 
federal officials to come to a conclusion in the mat-

The Mayor's Proposition 
-.It was foregone vthat.the chamber of commerce 
would pass up the proposition to arbitrate'labor dis- 
putes that was, launched by; Mayor Rolph'. It is 
also very largely believeti that the mayor was not 
wholly responsible for the-proposition, but'that it 
was largely devised by the powers behind the throne, 
and launched with ;the- carefully calculated purpose 
of putting, the chamber-in .the. attitude of refusing 
to arbitrate. Of course it must'have been under- 
stood, by whoever conceived the idea that it-would 
be rejected. It is pointed out that both sides, in the 
correspondence over the matter, left'out of the1 cal- 
culation a very large body pf men and women who 
work, to-wit., unorganized laborers. It is not sur- 
prising that the. mayor left: them out, but the cham-^ 
her of commerce assumes to 'be contending for the 
very point which this large element represents. 
However, the situation is not materially changed by 
the suggested arbitration and its .rejection, though 
the issue has been more definitely stated in conse- 
quence than through any preceding discussions. 
Restaurant WorKersv FlocKing in 


The city is filling up with cooks, waiters arid res- 


taurant helpers'generally. It may be'Understood 
why this is so when it is remembered that in no 
other considerable' city in the United'States are 
there conditions such as; prevail here.' Add to this 
the general knowledge prevailing'in the business 
that nowhere are there as good wages paid, or such 
a fine rake-off in the way of tips, and it will be un- 
derstood-that the gravitation this way of those" who 
serve in eating places and those who prepare the 
things served is; but a natural trend. It is well- 
known /£hat the-conservative labor leaders deprecat- 
ed this strike. They foresaw the result, not only to 
the restaurant workers, but to the whole fabric of 
organized labor. But they were not in a position to 
prevent it if such a thing had been .possible. And 


. then the leaders of the labor movement are not on 
the restaurant end of it. It was thought by the 
workers .themselves, having been used for years to 
submission to their demands, that they could get 
away with this strike without much difficulty. The 
leaders knew better. They saw what would eventu- 
ate before it happened, and they realized the 
changed public attitude that would result. 
The McDevitt Case 


There are some signs that the McDevitt case will 


get lost in a labyrinth of technicalities and finally 
disappear in a mist. It was some time before the 


i mayor took official, cognizance of McDevitt's rabid 
utterances immediately preceding the blowing up of 


""nine persons by an ana/chistic.bomb. Being a mu- 


nicipal officer, in the important capacity of an elec- 
tion commissioner, his immediate severance from all 
official connection suggested itself to good citizens. 
But it took the mayor two weeks to get action, and 
then he had to be prodded by a committee of citi- 


zens. The powers that be appear lukewarm iri -the ' 
matter. Such expressions and .sentiments, as.Mc-:'/ 
Devitt uttered are slow'in touching any good. Amer^ 
ican spot in the municipal administration,; apparent--/;/;/ 
ly. The.hearing, so far as it has gone, revolves,about;// 
the syntax of the utterances. It is desirable to have 
the charge accurate, but it is more important that 
; 


the spirit of the utterances be considered as the 
onus. Whether. McDavitt said it in one way or an- / 
other, there is little room for doubt that he uttered 
grossly unpatriotic sentiments, and so far as he is 
a public official the results might be direct without 
violence.

The Bohemian Grove Play 


. ,A good many who did riot attend the Bohemian 
Grove play, and some who did, are puzzled in the 
head over the criticisms that have appeared. ,The 
Grove plays are a part of the great annual frolic of 
the Bohemian Club, and might escape serious criti- 
cism altogether without fatal .consequences to art; 
but not so. This play symbolized "Gold" and its dis- 
covery in California and the world hegira to get it; 
and then the efforts of gnomes, elves, sprites and 
other mythologic folk who were here first to de- 
fend the land from the onrush of humans. Right at 
the. start we are-advised ,by the critics, that "the 
book was devised in a spirit of theatricalisrh and ; 
the'music was conceived in a spirit of euphony,"1 
which on'the face seems reasonable, though appar- 
ently assumed to be something inimical. "The story 
is too much concerned with itself." There is a long 
• 


exposition of some idea, which is recapitulated thus: 


_ "In other words, I would leave the handling of spir-- . 
' itiial conflict to churches built by man, and not to . 
: theaters built by God." The composer, it is disclosed, . 
"never wandered into the land of untutored'disso- 
nance." , The hope is expressed that these:\efforts 
/, 


at the/grove drama may yet bear fruit, "but that 
day is . not yet." ; "There is some danger that the 
facility begotten of experience may encourage a. . 


! 'superfoetation' of works, of mediocre, cast." .An , 
.Irish "leprehaun" could have taught the author how 
to get a particular effect better than the method

eriiployed. "The music synchronized with, the mo- • 
ment like melody which comes to the.rnind when/no 
, 


'musical iristruirient is-.near... In other words,.it-was ,. 
almost/as good as,silence. Both the music and .the 
book left much to be desired, /but the production, 
Rafter all, was not without its excellencies. "There 
has never been a production at Bohemia where the 
'cbstumery' was so worthy of ..mention and praise." 
All of this and all the rest of it might not be a 
proper subject to'call attention to'were there not 
such considerable discussion of it, and such general 


- desire to profit by its meaning.

Money in Salvaging 
. 


;Owing. to the., spectacular rise in the price of 


metals a good deal of money has'been realized in 
salvaging the exposition plant.. The Tower of Jew^ 
els yielded a vast quantity of structural steel; trie 
.agricultural building 'great areas of glass, arid the 
honeycomb of water pipes throughout the grounds 
were worth more when/they were unearthed than : 
when they were put dojyn. As an indication of the 
world shortage of metals and materials it is inter- 
esting that ten thousand panes of glass taken from 
the horticultural building were sold in Vancouver 
in competition with English glass brought in free ; 
of duty. A large quantity .of the materials frorii 
the Tower off Jewels is going into a rice mill in 
course of erection in South San Francisco. A car- 
load of the larger pipe used in the water works has 
been shipped to a Montana mine, and some thirty 
thousand feet of the sprinkling system has been 
purchased and reinstalled by the San Francisco 
Country Club. Several miles of the water piping 
were purchased by the Peoples Water Company. 
Another Retail District 


A movement is represented to be on foot to make 


of Mason street, from Market,- a retail thoroughfare. 
An owner of considerable property.there is out with 
a subscription scheme to raise a fund to "clean up'- 
the street, as one interested person expresses it. 
Cleaning up the street means a good deal. This part 
of Mason is the tenderloin, and changing its charac- 
ter would mean a crusade. This would doubtless be 
v 


resisted. For while such change would be righteous 
and salutary in the long run, it would involve seri- 


. ous losses . for the time-being. Perhaps there are 
properties that never would bring the rents after 
the city was "cleaned up" that they fetch now; and 
until the street was thoroughly and indisputably 
deodorized, some that now yield large returns might 
not bring in any. Mason street, it is represented, 
having no tram line through it, would make an ideal 
high-class business thoroughfare. 
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on public questions1, arid both failed to" stand the 
test of public inspection. Convention is tiresome 
at times arid there is often an excuse for rebellion 
against its stereotyped rules, but there are limits 
of outrage to which it is unsafe for public men to 
venture..

GOVERNOR HUGHES' SPEECH. 


The address which Governor Hughes, Repub- 


lican candidate for the Presidency, delivered in 
the Municipal. Auditorium yesterday afternoon 
before nearly thirteen thousand citizens was of 
the same remarkably and brilliantly high ordei 
of all the speeches he has made since he was 
nominated at the Chicago convention. It im- 
pressed the great audience as being above anc 
beyond a forceful expression of Republicanism 
an incomparably able and inspiring declaration 


- of high-minded Americanism. 


Governor Hughes' criticism of the present ad-

The, decision of the Supreme Court on the ap- 


plication of Judge Walter Bordwell 'to have the 
variou's county clerks of the State instructed to 
remove his name from the Republican ballot at 
the primary election on August 29, serves fur- 
ther to clear up the muddle created by the enact- 
ment of conflicting election laws^ calculated.^ 
further individual interests. It is ,now judicial- 
ly established that a candidate may withdraw 
from a campaign after once having announced 
his candidacy. He can change his mind about 
running for office' and eliminate himself from a 
primary contest. 


Certainly there is much commonsense about 


this decision of the court. 
The queer part of 


the whole proceeding'is that there should have- 
been left in the elections laws any doubt as to a 
candidate's prerogatives in this respect, that the 
legal advisors of the State administration should 
have so emphatically insisted that Judge Bord- 
well could not withdraw from the senatorial racr 
and that county clerksf should have ignored 
Judge Bordwell's, request to omit.his name from 
the'printed ballot and instead have\displayed 
inordinate expedition in circulating sample bal- 
lots bearing the name of Box-dwell as a candidate. 


- There was but scant .consistency in the opinion 
that i an aspirant for a particular office might, 
with the aid of a half ' dozen friends, get- his 
name on the ticket of'a party of which he'is riot 
a member, or on the tickets :of all parties, for 
that matter, and still be",denied the liberty to 
withdraw when he so desires. ,It was .contrary 
to the spirit of the new election laws.

: Sisler was graduated as a mechanical 
engineer in the

MlctiVun and waa making ready to fol- 
low that line of endeavor when Branch 
Rickey, then the manager 
of

Louis Browns, happened along and of- 
fered him $7600 a year to play ball on 
that team. 
And Sisler. is not only making good 
with the~-Browns but

phenomenal 
playing has recently brought

Many other young men of education 
are picking out professional baseball as 
something that not only offers profitable 
careerJn itself while it lasts, but that will

stone. 
, In the fix- months that they arc not 
playing ball, they can bo learning their 
future buslhess, or If they have a busi- 
ness already, devote their time to it In 
the off season. 
With an average of over $100 for play- 
ing bal. «nd expenses paid half of the 
time in season, the player hag a good 
opportunity to nave money. 
Nor are all boll players affected by

I recall distinctly a number of yeor» 
ago, when times were hard, and all the 
big business firms were cutting salaries, 
but none of the ball players' salaries were 
cut a penny. 
You see, hard times do not affeot base- 
ball. 
The prices of admission are cheap, and 
the gamo is a recreation and a" tonlo to 
which business man turn even In hard 
times.

As for the class of men engaged to 
play the game it may be -worth -while 
to point out that they are put up at th& 
beat hotels and are welcome there. 
And you will find that they hold up 
their end in althor behavior or conver- 
sation. 
Their hours are good, they are well be- 
haved and intelligent. 


While It IB not eHKCntia.1 to nuaces* In 
the professional baseball 
field 
that a 
great player require* education and re- 
finement still I will admit that som« of 
lh» beat player* a.r« men of good school- 


ing and with a, thorough knowledge of the 
amenities of life. 
Ty Cobb, the greatest player, is a man 
of this sort. 
But in his case his education and re- 
finement is a handicap for It makes him 
too sensitive and too thin skinned when 
it comes to ' being 
criticised 
by 
the 
rougher patron of tne game who Is never 
so happy as when hurling jeers or epi- 
thets at some famous player. 
On the other hand this fine spirit and 
book sense has helped many.a team, not- 
ably the Athletics of Philadelphia,' who in 
the halcyon days of their career when 
they were winning world's pennants were 
managed by a schoolmiLster and 
their 
ranks filled early and often with college 
graduates. 
. 
From the college field. Indeed, many of 
the greatest professionals of today have 
come and the game now is being Joolced 
up .to far better than In the olden days 
when most professional players were 
picked off the lots and when their salaries 
did not even compare with that of the 
ordinary laborer.

Former Congressman Alexander Author of Book on 


History and Procedure of the House 


DORMER Congressman De Alv* 


Stanwood Alexander of New 
York, a member of the .House 
of Representatives 
for four- 


teen years, is the author of a 
most' Interesting and authora- 
tive work recently published, 
entitled "History and Procedure of the 
House'of Representatives." 


Mr. Alexander retired from Congress in 


1911. 
He began his service on March i, 


1S97, 
when Thomas B. Reed of Maine was 


-Speaker, and in a preface ' the author 
states that it was Reed who suggested 
that he prepare a series of lectures upon 
the' history and procedure of the House 
or delivery throughout the writer's dls- 
'rJct, and acting upon this advice he be- 
san, early In his legislative career, a 
study of- the subject. Alexander was an 
active, popular and influential member o( 
the House. 
For a period of two years 


he served as chairman of the committee 
oh rivers and harbors, one of the most 
Important of the House committees. 


In 1910, during the term of the author, 


the country was greatly perturbed over 
the "Iniquitous" rules of the House which 
had been in operation with but Blight 
<;hange, for a century, the subject being 
made an issuo by so-called "Insurgents" 
Sn the House. 
As a result of the agita- 


tion 
somewhat 
sweeping 
amendments 


were made to the rules which, it was 
confidently proclaimed, would prove a 
panacea for many of the ills that were 
alleged to beset the popular branch of 
Congress. 


In ^the light of the experience of the 


Houae during the past four years, Mr. 
Alexander 
analyzes 
tho 
changes, 
ex- 


pressing the opinion that in actual prac- 
tice the amendmentsrproposed and adopt- 
ed when "Insurgency" was in the caddie 
have proven disappointing, an opinion 
shared by many experienced legislators. 


Discussing one of the most important 


changes .that took <rom the Sneaker the 
oower .of 
appointing 
committees 
and 


placed it in the hands of a commutes on 
committees, consisting of the members of 
the "committee on ways and means, the 
author says: 


"When the power of appointing com- 


mittees is vested In the Speaker, respon- 
sibility Is concentrated and located—not 
scattered and made impossible of location. 
After four years of testing out a com- 
mittee on committees, the 
opinion of 


the most, prominent members on both 
sidee of tile House, although perhaps not 
publicly 
expressed, 
is, 
that 
it 
Is a 


failure."

The writer graphically 
describes the 


scenes at the opening of a new con- 
gress. "No occasion," he observes, "un- 
less It be the inauguration of a President, 
contributes more pleasure than tho or- 
ganization of the House. 
Richly dressed 


ladles garland the galleries; foreign diplo- 
mats, glittering with emblems of their 
order, occupy boxes set apart for their 
use; 
and long rows of spectators from 


ail parts of the country, packed and or- 
derly, add a holiday character to th» 
*cene." 
, 


Interesting facts are presented 
con- 


cerning the employment of a chaplain .by 
the House, It would appear that origin- 
ally chaplains, before, they -were made 
officials of the House, •_ frequently dis- 
played a proneness to Interject politics 
Into "the invocations, nearly resulting in 
a discontinuance of prayer in the House-. 


.••Originally.'S declares the author, "the 


chaplain was" not an official of the House. 
A . concurrent 
resolution 
named 
two 


clergymen of different denominations who, 
Interchanging 
weekly, supplied 
Senate 


and House. 
The prolonged speakenship 


contest In 1S55 interfered with this cus- 
tom, 
the House meantime employing local 


ministers. 
Their prayers, It seems, too 


often evinced something of the partiaan 
spirit that characterized the pending con- 
troversies, and in the following congress 
(1S5<) certain members, who claimed that 


the employment of chaplains conflicted 
with the spirit of the constitution and 
tended to promote a union of Church and 
State, made a determined effort to dis- 
continue their use." 


This attempt aroused tho churches 01 


the country and after ah acrimonious de- 
bate the House, by an overwhelming ma- 
jority, provided for tho employment of a 
chaplain at a regular salary. The pres- 
ent blind chaplain of the House, Rev. 
Henry N. Couden, has served for twenty 
years, retaining ills position under Re- 
publican and Democratic speakers. 


The writer declares that the Congres- 


s!onal Record has become "a cave of the 
winds, or a mausoleum of oratory, poetry, 
useful and useless Information, and a 
melody of opinions, good, bad and quix- 
otic, upon every conceivable subject." 


Originally the House made no provi- 


sion for reporting debates. Brief extracts 
that remain of early debates now existing 
In The Annals of Congress and Congres- 
sional Debates were supplied largely by 
neswpaper reporters, who published only 
what seemed to them Important. These 
were too frequently offensively partisan. 
Then followed the Congressional Globe in 
1S33, 
the publisher of which was paid for 


a certain amount of space by the gov- 
ernment. The Congressional Record, pub- 
lished by tho fiovemment, was estab- 
lished in 1873. The reporters were made, 
officers of the House, which has full con- 
trol of'the publication. 


How the east portico of the capitol 


came to be used for "inauguration c.ere- 
monles la Interesting-. 
"Originally,", the 


writer tells us, "inauguration ceremonleu 
occurred In the hall of the Senate or 
House, as the President-elect Indicated; 
but In 1817, because Speaker Clay ob- 
jected to the red morocco chairs in the 
Senate 'being substituted for . the plalii 
Democratic seats of the House, the com- 
mittee 
'retired 
somewhat 
huffed," 'as 


Clay expressed It,.and held the function 
on the east portico of the capitol." 


Mr. Alexander has a fund of remin- 


iscence incident to his long service and 
Writes most eutictainlngly of men and 
t-ventjs. 
He declares that as 
speaker 


"Uhcie Joe Cannon" rarely presumed ti> 
debate. "It was his custom," the writer 
states, "to give a history of the legisla- 
tion before the committee, often dropping 
Into a reminiscent vein to the delight 'of 
his hearers. With the possible exception 
of John Qulncy Adams, 710 one ever en- 
tertained the House better. Hia remark- 
able-memory Baemed never to forget an 
incident In the forty years" of his con- 
gressional life, while the charm 6f his 
manner added Immeasurably to his off- 
hand yet 'finished speeches." 


Had the author served under Speaker 


Clark he might have said practically the 
fiamo thing of the present occupant of 
the chair, who has a remarkable fund 
of 
anecdote 
accumulated, during 
hia 


twenty-two years ot service. The author 
declares that the average length of serv- 
ice n the House s less than six years. 
. Touching service in the House, the 
•writer 
quotes 
former 
Speaker Elaine. 


who. 
in'Ills'eulogy'of President Garfield, 


said: 
. 


'"There is no test ot a man's ability 


in any department of public ,-llfe more 
severe than service in the House of Rep- 
resentatives. There Is no place where 'eo 
little deference Is paid to, reputation pre-j 
vlously acquired or to eminence won out- 
side; no place where BO little considera- 
tion is shown for the feelings or failures 
of beginners. What a man gains In the 
I-louee he gains by sheer force of his own 
character, and if he !ose.<> and falls back 
he must expect no mercy, and will re- 
ceive no sympathy."

EDINBURGH, Scotland, Aug. 19.— 


The three days' sassion of the annual 
meeting of the Society of Chemical 
Industry showed that 'the chemical 
Industry • of Great Britain would In 
the future largely break away from 
its dependence on Germany and other 
countries, so far as dye and 
fine 


chemicals wera concerned, and at the 
same time brought out prominently 
the need for still further research and 
development on the part of Britishers 
generally. 
. Papers wera read Indicating the 
enormous waste ' of by-products of 
coal going- on la the , country, while 
It was assorted five per cent of coal 
Itself was.wasted in some pits, twenty 
per cent In others and forty per cent 
iii 'certain Donoaater pita. 


On the subject of tar distillation— 


a process yielding abput a 
dozen 


chemical products—a speaker stated 
that the industry had suffered from 
lack 'of co-operation and that more 
scientific attention with a centraj re- 
search . laboratory wer.e required to 
recapture the fine chemical and color 
trade from Germans'. 


Kegardlng the protspects of British 


dye supplies, it was stated that- at 
present the necessary products were 
required for the government, colors 
varying from khaki to violet being 
required; but that after the war'acids 
would be In abundant supply and with 
plants now in course of construction 
as' well 'as organized research, .the 
British . ohemlst was being given a 
chance to compete with the German 
chemist, aa well as with those of 
America and Japan. 


It was generally agreed that some 


state subsidy or protection by tariff 
should be afforded for at least ten 
years.. At the final session.' a paper 
was read on "Rare Karths',", Its author 
asserting that the situation was full 
of promise for Great Britain's future 
independence of foreign.. raw mate- 
rials, largely.used in chemical manu- 
facture. 
Professor Louis stated that 


he hstd .Just, returned from an official 
investigation o£ the resources of rare 
earth in India and In his opinion' 
Great Britain was In a vastly supe- 
rior position to German In quantity 
and quality and raw material. 


A. discussion on the patent laws of 


the country showed a sharp difference 
of i opinion between lawyers' and pat- 
ent agents' and Inventors' points of 
view, but ail agreed that . reforms 
were heeded.

Th° Isu-ger department 
stores state that sales nave Increased

81G babies had entered the hos- 


pital. As.against $4189.28 received in 
fees for care, $12,340 were given away 
by the institution

babies 


might live. The 
aid 
of charitable 


friends of the Institution help provide 
for the babies who cannot pay. 


In percentage talk, the yearly re- 


port of the hospital shows that 60 per 
cent, of the patients in the hospital 
were treated free—had their way par- 
tially paid.
